-AN AUTHORITATIVE OPINION TO BE DELIVERED— 
ANNEXATION. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 6.—Considerable interest 
is taken in political circles regarding the 
banquet tenderea by the Lafayette Club of 
Boston to Wilfred Laurier, leader of the Do- 
minion Opposition, which takes place on 
Nov. 17. The demand for tickets has been so 
great that the projectors of the banquet have 
had to limit them to 200 for visitors from Oan- 
ada, 200 for Americans and 280 for French 
Canadians in the United States.

TARGET FOR CRITICS. 


THE COMEDY OF ‘‘THE CRUSADERS,’’ sHOW- 
ING MODERN LONDON LIFE. 

LoNDOS, Nov. 7.—There has beena heavily 
shot at target for dramatic criticism this 
week at the Avenue Theater. The target 
consists of Henry Arthur Jones’ new comedy 
of modern London life in three acts, entitled 
**The Crusaders.’’ It was first set up on 
Monday last, Nov. 2. At this target 
the critics have been firing through- 
rout the week. The audience which 
witnessed the first presentation 
of Mr. Jones’ new comedy was of a remark- 
ably critical character. It included the Duke 
and Duchess of Five, the Rev, Augustus 
Stepford Brooke, the well-known writer, 
formerly Chaplain in Ordinary to the Queen, 
but who seceded from the Church of Engiand 
because he said he had ceased to betieve that 
miracies were credible; Hubert Herkimer, 
R. A.; William Quiller Orchodson, R. A.; 
Marcus Stone, R. A.; Frederick Watter, R. 
A.; Mrs. Barnard Beere, Oscar Beringer, 
Mrs. Geo. Alexander, Hadden Chambers 
and Jerome K. Jerome, besides a small 
firmament of society luminaries. 

Even the hostile critics were fain to admit 
the cleverness of the play and the universal 
verdict was that Its resulting ina flasco was 
due to the daring, risky situations. 

On the second night the reception accorded 
to ‘*The Crusaders’’ was much more favora- 
ble, and Mr. Jonesin reply to a fourth call 
before the curtain, said that on the previous 
night the last act and a half was not listened 
to, and yet a judgment was pronounced 
against the whole company. Mr. Jones said 
he only asked for a fair chance and for fair 
play. These remarks were greeted with 
warm appiause from the audience. 

In private the author of ‘‘The Crusaders’’ 
said that he was determined to ignore the 
critics’ advice to amend and compress the 
piay,and that he would not altera single 
word of his pew work. Mr. Jones’ deter- 
mination would seem to be well based, for on 
the following night the comedy appeared to 
have increased in favor,and that seems to 
be the state of affairs at present. 


GENERAL FOREIGN, 


ARCHBISHOP OF AIX TO BE ARRAINGED—FOR- 
EIGN MISCELLANY. 

PARIS, Nov. 7.—It is reported that the Arch- 
bishop of Aix will appear in full pontifical at- 
tire on the occasion of his appearance before 
the Court of Appeals in Paris on the charge 
of having questioned the authority of the 
Minister of Pubiic Worship. The Government 
evidently regrets having begun the presecu- 
tion. The move is very unpopular, not only 
with the clerical party but with Frenchmen 
generally, who bavethoughtit to be tothe 
interest of Franceto foster the papacy on 
account of the Pope’s antagonism to Italy. 
The trial, it is thought likely, will ®be 
formal, and, should the Archbishop be found 
guilty, itis not thought possibie that he will 
be sent to prison. The Archbishop would 
bave a precedent for appearance in his 
sacred vestments in the case of the Bishop of 
Poitiers. whose arrest was ordered by Napol- 
eon Ill., because he had spokenof the Em- 
peror as Pilate. The official who went to 
make@the arrest foundthe Bishop in all the 
solemnity of his sacred garb, and crozier in 
hand, and declaring that he proposed to go 
to Parisin thatform. No arrest was made, 
and the matter terminated in an official cen- 
sure. Minister Falllieres already feels in 
much the same predicament as did the Em- 


peror.

His Statement to the Magistrate—One of 
the Serranos—Rate Swindlers Indicted

New York, Nov. 7.—Gen. Julio Campo of 
the United States of Columbia, who is ac- 
cused of the theft of about $2,500 worth of 
jewelry from his dead landlady, Mrs. Chas. 
H. Traitteur of No. 115 East Twenty-eighth 
street, spent last night in the Tombs. He 
may remain there some time. 

Campo isa handsome man, about 2 years 
old, of trim, slender figure and gentlemanly 
manners. He speaks English with difficulty. 
**Thisis.an injustice to me,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
have stolen nothing. Mrs. Traitteur wasa 
business woman, and as I was astranger 
here I relied a good deal upon her judgment. 
She speculated some in stocks and I some- 
times loaned her money. I had a very valua- 
ble pearl and an emerald, together worth 
$2,000, which I placed in her care. What she 


did with them I don’t know, but when I 


asked forthem she gave me a certificate for 
some mining stock and a pawn ticket for 


some jewelry as security. Tnese were made 
out in the name of Eugenie Chandler.’’ 

**Did you take the jeweiry from the room 
immediately after her death?’’ 

**‘Idid not. The detectives are simply try- 
ing to make outa case. When the detectives 
arrested me and Mr. Simpson they put pistols 
to our heads. I told them I was not afraid of 
a pistol and refused to allow them to search 
me. lama gentleman, not a thief.’ 

‘*But how do you account for Mrs. Trait- 
teur’s missing jewels?’’ : 

**I sup she kept them ina safe deposit 
vault. never saw them.’’ 

‘*Were you a General in the Columbian 
army?’’ 
lam not nowin the Govern- 
ment’s service, though, and I came to this 
count to study the English language. I 
roomed at Mrs. tteur’s house nearly all 
the time since I came here.’’ 

**Mr. Calderon, the Columbian Consul, says 
your name is Campo-Serrano.

DA FONSECA’S CHARACTER AND HOW HE 
BOSE TO POWER. 


Consul Alphonse de Figueredo Convinced 
That the Monarchy Cannot Be Restored 
~—Origin of the Present Trouble Be- 
tween the President and Congress—The 
Republic Will Prevail 


R10 JAN EIRO, Nov. 7.—Allis quiet here to- 
day and the state of siege is not rigorously 
enforced, Business is proceeding as usual. 
Similar reports are received from the prov- 
inces. President Da Fonseca’s iliness alone 
constitutes a source of danger. 

The army, navy and people of Brazil are 
allin favor of President Da Fonseca. The 
new Brazilian Legislative Chambers will 
meet in April. Confidence is rapidly reviv- 
ing throughout the country. A dispatch 
brings the news that Uruguay has sent troops 
to the Rio Grande frontier of Brazil, 

An official dispatch sent from Rio Janeiro 
tothe Brazilian Minister to Great Britain 
denies allreports of rioting In that city and 
declares that the city and country is perfectly 
tranquil. 


THE REPUBLIC WILL PREVAIL. 


FIGUIREDO ON THE SITUATION 
BRAZIL. 

Mr. Alphonse De Figueredo, Braztilan Con- 
sul at St. Louls, gave a Post-DisrpatTcu 
reporter, this morning, avery interesting 
chat concerning Brazil and the controversy 
between President Fonseca and Congress. 
Mr. De Figueredo said that, as Consul, he 
might be expected to be very closely in- 
formed regarding events in that country. 
Yet he supposed he had little information 
not inthe posbession of any one who closely 
reads the reports from Brazil, as appear- 
ing in the dally papers. His duties as 
Consul in an inland town lIike St. Louls are 
very light, and he was not kept apprized of 
many matters that would naturally and nec- 
essarily be communicated to consuls in the 
seaboard ports of entry. 

The iaterview began with a question con- 
cerning Fonseca, the alleged ‘‘dictator,’’ his 
prominence in Brazilian affairs heretofore, 
and bis character generally. 

‘*‘l first knew Fonseca during the Para- 
ruayan war, along about 1876, ’77 or ’76. He 
was then in charge of the defenses in the In- 
terior, inthe Province of Mata Grosa, and 
was in excellent repute as a millitary man. 
He had two brothers in the army, 
and all three were regarded as brave 
and energetic soidiers. After that, having 
left the country, I kept notrack of him, and 
searcely heard of him untill his election to 
the presidency of the Republic some two 
yearsago. The papers write him tp asa 
man of about #, but he must be much older. 
His prominence in that Paraguayan service, 
at least fifteen years ago, would indicate him 
to be now between 3) and ©. Having some- 
what closely studied him in his new and tm- 
portant capacity as President, Ihave come 
to regard him asa very competent man and 
a truly patriotic Braziliian.’’ 

‘*‘How did this troubie between him and 
Congress originate?’’ 

‘‘I think it was occasioned by the friends 
of the monarchical regime, who desire a res- 
toration and whose policy is, of course, to 
obstruct the Republic as much as possible. 
I do not know whether there is a well defined 
Monarchical party in Congress, Dut there ts 
a larger Monarchical elementin that body, 
although probably a decided majority are ad- 
herents of Republicanism.’’ 

‘*Will Brazil maintain the Republic?’’ 

‘*Brazil is in spirit Republican. Why, 
when I left the country in 166, Kepublican 
sentiment had pervaded all classes of 
society. It was not only talked, but was 
widely printed, having several very able 
papers. Mendonsa, now the Brazilian Min- 
ister at Washington, edited, so long ago as 
1868, a very pronounced Hepubiican journal! 
at San Paulo.’’ 

**‘What about Fonseca’s dictatorship?’’ 

‘*I don’t believe it, to begin with,and I 
don’t think we are receiving a true account 
of what has happened and is happening in 
Braziland, consequentiy, we are in a poor 
position to form an opinion. I think tuese 
stories of dictatorship originate from stock- 
jobbing purposes. re $ of his over- 
riding the Congress, and of deciaring martia!

the real circumstances are known. We here 
are quite in the dark ,and those who are better 
informed (in the dipiomatic service) cannot, 
Of ponseca is reported to threaten an appea!

AN UNGRATEFUL KING, 


A Present which Has Proved Unprofitable 
to the Samoan Ruler. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 7—After the Navy 
Department had recovered the paymaster’s 
safe and other valuables from the wrecks of 
the American men-of-war lost in the hurrt- 
cane at Apia, Samoa, the wrecks themselves 
were given to the Samoan Government. The

The Japanese Barthquake. 
WASHINGTON, D. C,, Nov, 7.—A telegram 
from the Japanese Government has 
to-day been received by Mr. Lateno, the Jap- 
anese Minister, giving an account of the 
earthquake which occurred on Oct. 2 in 
Japan.

"FULLY SUSTAINED. 


An Official Examination Proves the 
Charges Against the School Board. 


—_—_—— 


THE SPECIAL EXAMINING COMMITTEE 
COMPLETES ITS REPORTS. 


The Evidence of Crooked Work Which 
Was Printed in the “Post-Dispatch” 
Recapitulated by the Committee— 
Some Sharp Criticism Indulged In—The 
Board’s Financial Status Set Forth. 


At the next regular meeting of the School 
Board a report will be submitted which bears 
out in the salient points the irregularities in 
the last Board which the Post-DisPaTcH has 
already laid before the public. This report is 
that of the Examining Committee which 
makes an annua! inspection of all matters in 
the board bearing upon its finances. The 
committee this year consisted of Morris J. 
Lippman, Chairman James Dutro and 
Michael Lynch. They commenced their 
work on Oct. 15, 1891 and were in sessfon until 
Oct. 81. 

The customary inspection of the books and 
accounts was made, and asa result the dis- 
covery was made by the committee of the 
very facts the Post-DrspaTcH had pointed out 
as plain and unqualified violations of the laws 
made by the board for itsown government. 
Repair work amounting to more than 
$8,000 was given away to favored 
contractors when every item of the 
work should have been let at public 
bidding to the lowest and best bidders. This 
was not done, and the committee, like the 
Post-DISPATCH, says so without hesitation. 

On this particular irregularity and those 
kindred to it the committee reports as fol- 
lows: 

BULES 70 AND 71. 


Rule 70. * * * All workon new buildings and 
all repairsand additions costing more than $100 
shal! be let by contract to the lowest and best bidder. 

Rule 71. * * * Any repairs, the cost of which 
exceeds $100, shala not be ordered without the sanc- 
tion of the board, but said committee shall be em- 
power toorder repairs whenever the same are 
pepestesy for the protection of the property of the 

oard. 

Reference is made to this because in examining 
the vouchers the committee found that a considera- 
ble number of bills were for work which was given 
outin violation of the above rules, and, as it in- 
volved expenditures by the board, the matter came 
propeny within the purview of the committee. 

wenty-seven of these bills were reported by the 
Auditor of the board at the meetings of August, 
September, October, November, December, 1890, 
and January, 1891, as having been made without 
the taking of competitive bids, .and as being 
in excess of the limits prescribed. by.the rule above 
which bids must be taken. But the Board when its 
attemtion was called to the fact promptly ordered 
them paid. Seventeen other bills, each exceeding 
$100 in amount, taken without competetive bids, 
weré subsequentiy reported in the report of the 
Building Committee as emergency work, but with- 
out mention that bls were not taken and they were 
also, by the Board, ordered to be paid. These were 
in Fedruary, March, April, May and June of 1891. 

The bills detailed by the Examining Committee are 
forty-four in noamber and amount to a total of 
$5,651.28. Your Committee is of the opinion that 
much of the work inciided in these bills was such 
that competitive bids could have been taken there- 
for, and that the phrase ‘‘emergency work’’ has 
been given an elasticity not thought of when first 
used. first use of the phrase was 
a legitimate use of it, and in such case 
Rule 70 was not violated. The subsequent 
end frequent use of it leads us to the conclusion that 
it wasa misnomerand that the rule was regarded 
only to be evaded. Some of the bills we examined 
show on their face that the work was of such a char- 
acter that bids could well have been taken therefor, 
and that they were not for emergency work. So 
being or come within the inhibiting clause of the 
rule. This inhibiting clause isthe vital feature of 
the rule, and is directed tothe thing rather than to 
the person. he rule was no iess disregarded 
because work was ven out by the Buiiding 
Committee rather than by the Superintendent 
ot Repairs. The exception in Rale 71 
is subsidiary. Your believe that the 
principle of the inhibiting clause should be adopted 
and guarded to a greater extent than the rule, as 
now worded, contemplates, as a salutary safeguard 
for the interests of the board. Instead of being dis- 
regarded the rule ought to be made more stringent 
and efficacious.. Your committee has diligenti 
sought for satisfactory explanation of why this work 
was given outin this manner, but has failed to re- 
ceive one. 

CARPENTER WORK. 

We have reason to believe that necessary repairs 
have been neglected and delayed on account of the 
imperfect distribution or non-distribution of certain 
work required to be done at certain schools, to the 
inconvenience and injury of the schools. By ‘‘im- 
perfect distribution’' we mean the giving of work to 
one firm when good business policy would have dic- 
tated its being divided amongst several firms, es- 
pecially if there were an emergency for its prompt 
execution. 

The bills attached to thirty vouchers, being vouch- 
ers between numbers 15,727 and 17,495, payable to 
J. Cudmore, and including certain fire damages be- 
fore mentioned, amounted to $9, -64. uch of 
the work given to Mr. Cudmore has, we are in- 
formed, been given him by or at the instance of di- 
rectors of the districts in which ft was done: these 
districts comprising five of the seven districts into 
which the city is divided by the Building Committee 
for the supervision of or attention to work by the 
members of the committee. 

We ore informed that the work done by Mr. Cud- 
more was done at current market prices and that the 
tire damages at the Lincoln School, amounting to 
$1,740.55, were repaited with exceeding prom pt- 
ness and with entire satisfaction, the schoo! being 
got ready for use within four or five days after the 
fire, and the fire having taken place March 23, 1891, 
in the midst of the scholastic season, it was desir- 
able that as little delay as possible occur in the com- 
pletion of the work. 

**ERPAIR GANG.’”’ 

From the best information obtainable we learn 
that there are py te oy the Superintendent 
of Construction and Repairs, throughout the year, an 
average of eleven or twelve men familiarly and offici- 
vily calied the **Carpenter’s Gang,’’ and sometimes 

At the busiest times there have 
been employed by the day five carpenters, seven la- 
borers, eleven furnace menanda driver,a total of 
twenty-four men, not including Mr. Kelly, Assistant 
Superintendent in this department, Mr. B. 
Singleton, dr., clerk, and sometimes a draughtsman 
employed in the office. It is the duty of these work- 
men to Inake repairs not given out to builders and 
furnace dealers. 

MANAGEMENT OF THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 

In the course of our examination, being charged 
with the duty of examining the ‘‘ Books and Accounts 
of the Secretary and Treasurer, and other officers of 
the Board ,'’ we called for the books of the building 
department, under the immediate supervision of Mr. 
B. R. Singleton, Superintendent of Construction and 
Repairs, and there was produced before us but one 
book entitled ‘List of Repairs,’’ and we were in- 
formed that no other books were kept by the Super- 
intendent. This Hist is 
dum book which i Super- 
intendent to enable him to make up his monthly 
weyers to the board of the cost of repairs at various 
schools each month, and the entries therein are 
simply memorandum entries under the names of 
different schools, but to which no dates are attached, 
the only designation of time being one entry of the 
month and year at the head of each page.

of their Dusinegs, The union men 


on the other hand claim that the association 


members are seeking a hole out of which to 
crawl. They are anne. 30 employ union 
men who are as good as the non-union men, 
and as the Brewers’ Association will be the 
indge of the men’s fitness, they willhave an 
opportunity to hire a non-union man instead 
ofa union Man every time. 
THE LEMP AGREEMENT. 

There is also a misunderstanding asto the 
real nature of the contractthe union has 
made with Wm. J. Lemp. The union men 
allege that Lemp hires no men, butapplies to 
the union Office when he wants heip. The 
association alleges, and they display a copy 


of the Lemp contract to prove 
that Lemp union men 
only when they are as  desiraple 


asthe non-union men. He has not signed an 
ijron-clad agreement, they allege. 
secretary Bechtoldt of the Brewers’ Union | 
said that a boycott bas not yet been ‘ 
clcimed. Hegnd the President popere to 
the Executiv8 Board the stand they had 
taken in the’ conference with the asso- 
ciation, and the board approved 
their action. The board now has 
the matter in hand and will recommend ac- 
tion next Zeeey evening at the regular 
meeting.

A DECISION OF INTEREST TO OWNERS 
OF RIVER-FRONT PROPERTY. 


- Charles F. Orthwein Wins an Important 


Case After Nine Years of Litigation— 
The Title to Land Formed by Depos- 
ite From the Mississippi—An Impor- 
tant Ruling. 


A case of unusual interest and importance 
was decided by the Supreme Court now in 
session at Mount Vernon, Ill, after a litiga- 
tion in that and the St. Clair Circult Court of 
nine years. It was argued three times in the 
Supreme Court, and many times in various 
forms in the Circuit Court. 

The parties were Charlies F. Orthwein of St. 
Louis as sole plaintiff, whose counsel from 
the beginning has been Gen. R. F. Wingate. 
Charles W. Thomas of Bellevilie was ‘% de- 
fendant, and appeared for himself. He was 
joined with many other defendants, includ- 
ing the village of Brooklyn, opposite St. 
Louis. 

The final decision now made is in favor of 
Orthwein, vesting in him the title to all the 
accretions in the Mississippi in front of said 
village, being 2,000 feet in length, and in 
width extending to the central thread of the 
river. 

These accretions were caused by the United 
States Government by a dyke built by Gen. 
Robert E. Lee, then a captain of engineers in 
the regular army, about the year 1846 and 
before the Mexican war. 

This claim, now adjudicated to Orthwein, 
is founded on and starts from the militia 

‘Tight of the celebrated Indian fighter, John 
Murdock. 

The General was most of his long life a citi- 
gen of Southern Illinois, where he practiced 
law in many counties before going witb the 
late T.G.C. Davis, as his partner, to St. 
Louis. In his first case in our Supreme Court 
Abraham Lincoln was his associate counsel.

A 18-Year-Old Girl Brutally Outraged by 
an Unknown Man. 


The police are investigating a serious case which 
was reported tothem early this morning. A brutal 
outrage was committed last night on the person ofa 
13-year-old girl, Lena Riesse,and the police are now

A physician was sum- 
moned as soon as her state was made known, and she 
received every attention since, 
but mee condition is critical, and her 
recovery not by any means assured. She 
was in o high fever this morning. The case was re- 
ported to Sergt. Bowen at the police station about 
5:30a.m. Officer Monroe was sent to investigate, 
and made a written report later to Chief 
Walsh. Mrs. Riesse an her daughter re- 
lated all the incidents of the case to Officer 
Monroe and laterto Roundsman Healey. The man 
who committed the outrace, — said, was a 
stranger to them. Hecame to the house about 5 
o'clock last eveningand stated that he wanted to 
find some one to stay with his wife overnight. His 
wife, he said, was sick. and as he worked at night 
and could not be with her, he wanted some 
one to wait on her. He said he: was 
employed at the Stock Yards. The girl signified her 
willingness to accompany him and started with him, 
as she supposed, to hishome. She said he conduct- 
ed her out Collinsville avenue to its terminus and 
thence to a grove of trees, which from her descri 
tion, was doubtless Gross Park. Itwas dark by the 
time they reached the grove, and her compsnion 
forced herto accompany him in among the trees. 
Once within the shadow of the trees, ina place of 
seclusion, he informed her of his pecreee and forced 
her to submit by threatening to kill her. She said 
he drew a knife and threatened to stab her to death 
if shecried out or sstempted se taway. Awed by 
the threatening attitude of the mah and fearful 
of death. she remained with himinthe grove until 
he conducted her back to the city. He took her to 
the car sheds of the electric railway on St. Clair and 
Collinsville avenues and left her there, telling her 


to go back home. The police secured ‘from hera 
good eemee of the man and expect to effect his 
arrest.

MOUNTAINEER OUTLAWS. 


Breaking Up the Gilliland Gang in Pulaski 
County, Ky. 

New Yorn, Nov. 7.—A correspondent work- 
ing in the mountain district of Kentucky re- 
ports that the land officers of Pulaski County 
have started out with a determination to ex- 
terminate the famous Gilliland gang of coun- 


terfeiters. He says: 

It all began with the assassination of Sheriff 
John McHargue six weeksago. Before that. 
the people of Pulaski endured the Gilliland 
gang without any very vigorous protest, be- 
cause it wasan incubus which they had had 
for forty years, and to which they had grown 
somewhat accustomed. The Somerset jail is 


now crowded with men believed to be mem- 

bers of the Gilliland gang, while detectives 

and deputies are searching the mountains for 

ei suspected of belonging to the same 
nd 

The gang has been organized for forty years 
een only and worked in the mountain 

is ts 

In 1851 Harvey Gilliland founded the gang 
which bears his name. He lived inthe moun- 
tains, about ten miles from Somerset ina 
large double log house which still stands ina 
little valley between the high hills. Old man 
Gilliland was the ideal mountain outlaw, tall 
strong, double-fisted, with long gray and 
thick gray whiskers. He wascurt of speech 
and manner. He came to Pulaski County from 
the mountains of West Virginia, then a por- 
tion of Virginia, and built the cabin in the 
mountain gorge, where he cultivated a small 
bit of level land and cut an occasional raft of 
lumber to be floated down one of the creeks 
to the Cumberland River. Soon it was said 
by other mountaineers that Gilliland was not 
merely a farmer and lumberman, but had 
other more profitable and less lawful age 
tions. Nobody undertook to tell Gilliland _ 
opinions of his neighbors, as he was a man of 
strong muscles and short temper, and law at 
that early date was held in little e respect in the 
mountains. Consequently old man Gilliland 
was left alone, although it was not long a 
matter of doubt that he was a z000 deal of a 
scamp, for horses began to disappear from 
the stables of their owners, and coined mone 
in which the een ye nos of lead was. muc 
greater than that of silver began to circulate 
in Pulaski County. Nevertheless, old man 
Gilliland flourished and defied public opinion 
and thelaw. Some of his neighbors he con- 
verted to hisown views, and enlisted them 
as his assistants. He brought in others from 
a distance, and in time organized a large and 
powerful ‘band, of which he remained the 
trusted and obeyed leader until his death. 

Old man Gilliland and his gang soon ceased 
stealing horses and uttering counterfeit 
money in their own neighborhood, finding it 
safer to operate further off, while they re- 
served Pulaski County for theirhome. Being 
almost free trom annoyance, the people made 
little effort to suppress the band, and it was 
able through the immunity thus ‘secured, to 
become a powerful organization, having con- 
nections with other bands in Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Georgia, Ohio and In- 
diana. It reached evenas far east as New 
York State, and it was ultimately extended 
as far west as Missouri and Kansas. 

Gilliland had six sons who became effictent 
in his business. Two of them were lynched in 
Somerset on last Oct. 21 for the murder of 
Sheriff McHargue. Most of the counterfeit 
money was made in old man Gililland’s house 
inthiscounty. In the second story of the 
house is a room which was never visited until 
a year ago by any person not a member of 
the band. lit hasa skylight, a most unusual 
thing inthe mountains, and secret drawers in 
the walls. One of these drawers extends 
down the wall under a window where 
only a most careful examination would 
reveal its presence. In this room the 
principal work of counterfeiting was done, 
and the secret drawers were intended for 
places of concealment for the stamps, dies 
and other tools in case it should be necessar 
to make a sudden flight. The house, althoug 
built of logs, had weather boarding on a 
framework of planks on the outside. At the 
Gilliland house the planks, instead of being 
nailed to the wall, were about two feet from 
the logs, so the house is a square of logs in- 
side ofa square of planks, with abundant 
room between them formany men. Thus fu. 
gitives could be concealed between the planks 
and the logs, and persons either on the in- 
side or on the outside of the house not aware 
of its peculiar construction would never sus- 

ect their presence. This space is reached 

y a secret door. 

Gilliland’s little company gradually in- 
creased and became a gang. Death’s ray- 
ages were made good, and the unlawful ca- 
reers continued until in the popular mind the 
gang was charged with the Sheriff’s assassi- 
nation. The community is now at work to 
clean them out of Pulaski County. 


LONG DEFERRED REVENGE. 


Why San Franciscans Are Interested in 
Chilian Affairs. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—‘‘The Chilian difficulty 
excites deep interest among Californians,’’ 
said William 8. Bridges of San Francisco, who 
is now in thecity. ‘‘In California Chillans 
have never been popular since the days of 
the Argonauts, Asin the case of the New 
Orleans trouble California would prefer war 
to the least surrender ofany national claim. 
Much of the bitterness of the Chilians toward 
America is due to the Etata affair and to 
the talk of Capt. Mannzer, the 
commander of the vessel. Mannzer judged 
this country from what he saw in San Diego. 
The people of that city, because. Mannzer 
bought liberally of the merchants to supply 
his vessel, treated him as a hero and actual- 
ly insulted the officers of the Charleston when 
they brought the Etata back. Ata banquet 
given by the city of San Diego the Etata was 
toasted first and the Charleston second. 
When Manngzer returned to Chili he naturally 
took the ground that Americans were not to 
be feared, and his influence with the Junta Is 
said to be considerable. The Chilianos hate 
Californians above all other Americans, be- 
causethe Argonauts drove off the Chilianos 
from the mines. This wholesale deportation 
Chilican never forgive or forget. Chilian 
naval officers during the past few years have 
often expressed a desire to make San Fran- 
cisco pay a big indemnity or bombard and 
destroy it. There is no questionif war re- 
sults from the present trouble the first move 
of the Chililan fleet will be against San Fran- 
cisco.’’

IN THE COURTS. 


Writ of Prohibition Granted—A Verdict 
Affirmed—Litigations. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 7.—Ex:Assemblyman 
Elwood Bruner of Sacramento, who has been 
indicted by the Grand-jury of this county for 
malfeasance in office for accepting bribes 
and who has also been indicted for perjury 
in connection with testimony, which he gave 
before the Grand-jury, appeared in the Su- 
perior Court yesterday toargue the case on 
his own behalf. He had previously moved to 
set the indictments aside on the ground that 


the Grand-jury was notlegally impaneled. 

That jurors were prejudiced against him and 
that the indictment for perjary was founded 
on testimony given by himself as witness. 

Regarding his argument on the latter point 
to-day Judge Wallace said that nothing in 
the record showed that Bruner had testified 
against himself nor that the Grand-jurv 
bad found any indictments on his testi- 
mony. Judge Wallace decided the motion to 
set the indictment aside and said he would 
file a written decision to cover the points ad- 
vanced. The State Supreme Court late yes- 
terday afternoon grantedan alternative writ 
of prohibition pees for by Assemblyman 
Bruner restraining superior Judge Wallace 
from proceeding farther in the bribery case. 
The writ is returnable before the Supreme 
Court on Monday next. The Grand-jury has 
reported finding four indictments against 
parties whose names were not disclosed, 

A VERDICT AFFIRMED. 
EVANSVILLE, Ind., Nov. 7.—In the Superior 
Court yesterday the jury in the case of WiIl- 
liam M,. Christe against the Louisvilie, 
Evansville & St. Louls Ratlway Co. awarded 
plaintiff $14,500 damages. Christe brought 
suit several years ago for $15,200 damages, 
which he claimed by reason ofthe defendant 
breaking its agreement of rates for 800,000 
railroad ties to be shipped to Chicago. After 
500,000 had been shipped the company raised 
the rates. He was compelled to turn over 
the ties toa man who shipped them to Chi- 
cago atthe old rate, thereby discriminating 
to his financial loss. The case was tried 
some time ago and the plaintiff obtained 
udgment, but the company secured a new 
trial now ended.

SUICIDES. 


Tco Much Brooding Over Siberian Hor- 
rors—Other Cases. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 7.—O. M. Flye of the 
Kariuk Packing Co., Kodiak Island, Alaska, 
who has arrived here on the steamer Karluk 
reports the sensational suicide of a noted 
Russian refugee at that place, Edward Polly- 
kofsky. He had fled from Siberia to this 
country by the way of China and in March 
last went to Kodiak with Nicholas Federoff, a 
teacher in the schools there. He had been 
exiled to Northern Russia where for three or 


four years he toiled unceasingly in the mines. 
During his transportation over the snows 
from St. Petersburg with other exiles they 
were not given sufficient to eat and several 
died onthe way. Pollykofsky effected his 
escape to the coast and got away on a 
schooner. They were wrecked near the coast 
of China. Heand his companion drifted to 
sea in an open boat, and for seven days 
were without food except a few crackers 
which they had in their pocKets on starting, 
Pollykofsky at length reached China and at 
Shanghai got steerage passage to San Fran- 
cisco. Tedorsky is a teacher and his wife 
had been an old friend of Pollykofsky in the 
little Russian town in which they lived. 
ze oer persuaded him to go North with them 
while he labored on a book detailing ‘the 
awTul hardships of political prisoners in 
Russia. The book indorsed all that Geo. 
Kennan has told and included much new and 
important matter. It was to comprise about 
500 pages and was almost completed at the 
time of his death. The escaped’ exile 
stantly brooded over his troubles.

POLITICAL MATTERS. 


Gen. John M. Palmer On the Ohio Election 
—Notes. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Nov. 6,—Senator-elect 
Gen. John M, Palmer credits the Democratic 
defeat in Ohio largely to the silver plank in 
the Democratic platform. ‘‘The tmportance 
of the silver plank in the State platform,’’ 
said the General, ‘‘was exaggerated to the 
greatest extreme, and all throughout the 
campaign the tariff was lost sight of, at least 
was a secondary matter. There is no deny- 
ing that Senator John Sherman’s reputation 
asa financier had a good deal to do with the 
result.

Senator Palmer thinks the results in most 
of the other States show that a protective 
tariff isnot popular with them, and he at- 
taches much importance to the Democratic 
victories in New York, lowa, Maryland and 
Massachusetts. 

‘‘The election of Flower in New York,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘*means that that State will be a 
pivotal State in 1892; that New York will be 
the key tothe situation and that a New York 
man will be, nominated by the Democratic 
party for President.’”’

SHORT STOP JACK GLABSSCOCE, THE 
BROWN®’ NEW MANAGER. 


Catcher Buckly and Outflelder Burkett as 
Ball Players—What Team Oomiskey 
Will Have in Cincinnati—Scramble for 
the Columbus Players— Young Belmont 
on the Turf—Sporting News. 


© It was stated in yesterday’s Post-DIsPaTCH 
that President Von der Ahe had about con- 
cluded hegotiations with three players of 
national reputation who would greatly 
strengthen the Browns. The players signed 
St. Louis contracts last evening at Wheeling, 
W. Va., where Mr. Von der Ahe met them by 
appointment. The men are Short-stop Jack 
Glasscock of the New York Giants, who will 
captain and manage next season’s Browns; 
Catcher Richard Buckley, also of the 
Giants, and one of the crack catchers 
of the National League and Outfielder Jesse 
Burkett of the Cleveland Spiders. The execu- 
tive head of the Browns is also negotiating 
with Pitcher Phil Knell who did such sensa- 
tional work for the Columbus team the past 
season and Pitcher Stivetts, who is said to be 
still anxious to play here, providing the 8&t. 
Louis management agree to allow him a sult- 
able increase in salary. Stivetts is 
the best pitcher in the American Association, 
and with two such pitchers as Stivetts and 
Knell the team will bea tower of strength 
inthe box. President Von der Ahe has gone 
to Ashland, Pa,, the home of Stivetts, and 
will use every reasonable inducement he can 
command to securethe twirler’s nametoa 
St. Louls contract. Anew first baseman to 
replace Comiskey will also be secured before 
twenty-four hoursare past. Perry Werden, 
who was released by Baltimore, will, in all 
probability bethe man, elthough President 
Von der Ahe would Hke to get Harry 
Taylor, the tall, hard-hitting in- 
fielder who has been covering that 
territory for the Louisville Colonels 
the past three years. If the Louisville team 
retires from the Association there might be 
some hope for Mr. Von der Ahe to accom- 
plish his purpose, but, as it seems more than 
probable that they will be inthe fleld in 
1892, it is hardly likely that Taylor’s release 
will be sold. He is a great first baseman. 
Werden resides in this city, and it would not 
take much of an inducement to secure 
him, He is a hard hitter and 
fields the position in fair style, 
It is not difficult to secure a good first base- 
man, it being one of the easiest positions to 
play, but where Comiskey will be missed will 
bein the captaincy and management ofthe 
club. There are several first basemen who 
excel him in fleldingand batting, but he has 
few equals as a captain and manager. Glass- 
cock, who succeeds him as the active head of 
the club in the field, is far Comiskey’s 
superior as a ball - player, but 
is not the man who is apt 
to meet with the same success in handling a 
team. Glasscock has for years been recog- 
nized as one of the greatest short-stops on 
the diamond. He covers an enormous 
amount of territory, makes all sorts of 
henomenal stops, and isa great hitter and 
air base runner. Last season he was sick 
foralong time, but for the period he played 
he ranked second in the League as a short- 
stop in flelding and stood fourth in batting, a 
remarkably fine record. He is well-known 
in St. Louis, where he is an old favorite, 
having been a member of the old 
St. Louis Union Association and League 
teams. Buckley did great work behind the 
bat for New York last season and Is said to 
be the only man who can hold the speedy de- 
livery of Pitcher Rusie, who has been signed 
by the Chicago Association team. Both 
Glasscock and Buckley stand at the very top 
of the profession in their positions. Burkett, 
the outfielder, isa good man but does not 
rank with the other two. As S8t. Louis 
already has under contract Nichol- 
son, Jennings, Van and 
Genins, all secured the 
Western League, Pitchers Burrell and Breit- 
enstein and Catcher Moran, if Sivetts, Knell 
and Werden are secured a team could be 
made up as follows: Catchers, Buckley and 
Moran; pitchers, Knell, Stivetts, Breiten- 
stein and Burrell; Werden, Nicholson and 
Jennings on the bases; Glasscock, shortstop, 
and Burkett, Van Dyke and Genins in the out- 
field. As all the youngsters are experiments 
and most of them will undoubtedly prove 
failures, the team is not a very formidable 
one. It will have to be strengthened con- 
siderably before it can be relied on to hold its 
own with the big Boston, Chicago and 
Athletic aggregations.
